Rkmzpy ror Potato Ror.—The best 
remédy I haye ever feund forthe disease 
hat has proved go injurous to the potato trop, 
fs to plant a kind of potato that ie revel aff- 
ectell with the disease. This havo done 
successfully for the last ten years, not losing 
bushel during the 
wholetime. The kind Jused was intro- 
duced into this town by my father, some 
twenty or thirty years ago. It isd black 
potato much like the black chenangs. It is 
of a good quality, take the season throngh, 
especially from Aprilto August. It is very 
productive, and has given me at the rate of 
some 350 bushels to the acre, I plant seve- 
ral kinds for the sake of variety, but all have 


therefore, come to regard it asthe only 
reliable-kind; and therefore plant the prin- 
cipal part of this sort, sons to be sure of a 
‘crop, whatever may bo the {ate of other 
varieties, J have now about 200 bushels on 
hand, perfectly sound and good. 

I make thie communication because many 
farmers may not know that there is a kind 
of potato, and a very good one, which they 
can always sefely and profitable raise. No 
one can say, of course that they never will 
rot, but my own experience is, they never

Last vear the bill organizeing 
Nebraska had a very different fate in the House 
where it passed by a vote of two to one, and the 
The bill which passed at the last 
session did not touch the Slavery question. It 
woul! have unquestionably have passed the Sen+ 
ate last year, but for thagtreachery of Atchison, 
who failed to haveit called up until the session of 
Congress had expired by constitutional limitation, 
Tt is well understood that Atchison was the cause 
of the defeat of the bill Inst year—for he declared 
that “she would rather see the Territory sink in- 
to hell, than see it organized as free territory;”” 
and his conduct since has demonstrated that he 
would rather seo the United States sunk into h—] 
than to see Nebraska organized as free territory, 
for he has been the means of arousing a new ngi- 
tation of the sluvery quostion ‘with the view of 
defonting the organization of Kansas and Ne- 
braska.” We say that Atchison was the means 
of reviving this slavery agitation on parpose to 
defeat the organization of the territories, and we 
say so because ix law every man is held to intend 
that which is the natural and inevitable result of 
his action. Both the political parties in the coun- 
try stoud pledged a few months ago to resist the 
sgitation of slavery. How then could Atchison 
expect that a proposition to repeal the Missouri 
compact would fail to arouse resistance? The 
repeal of this Compromise was bound to raise re- 
sistance from the entire North, and from every 
man from the South who values tho plighted faith 
and honor of the nation: How then could Atchi- 
{son fail to see that, if this proposition was incor- 
porated in the bill organizing the Territories, it 
would be resisted and defeated? Yet he was the 
first man to proclaim in his Payette speech, ‘*that 
he would not vote for the organization of Nebras- 
ka until the Missouri Compromise was repealed,” 
and it was through the intrigues of the little club 
of nulifiers with whom Atchison consorts at the 
City of Washington that Douglas was induced to 
offer this bill repealing the Missouri Compromise, 
which has resulted in the indefinite postponement 
if not the defeat of the Territorial organization of 
Kansas and Nebraska.

The U. States steamer Columbus temporai- 
ly under the command of Lieutenant Bull, 
U.S navy, arrived herelast evening, direc- 
from Ensenada, having on botrd a party of 
Walker's battalion, who were left in cam 
abandoned to their sate. Those on board are: 
Charles H, Gilman Lieutenant Colone, of 
Baltimore; David Hope Surgeon, ot [llinois; 
Joseph Ripor, private, of Philadelphia; 
James Hamilton, Lieutenant of Philadelphia; 
Win. Switzer, private’ of New York; 
Harry Steiner, private, Englishman, former- 
ly of San Diego; Lawrence Schnneski, pri- 
vate, of Poland; James Duke, private, of 
England. Of those tour or five are in a 
critical condition. Tt seems that when Wal- 
ker returned from Ensenada he laft the sick 
and wounded in a miserable abode building, 
with a gnard of twelve or fifteen men, hav-~ 
ing previously, however, spiked his cannon, 
and driven off all his cattle, save a bullock 
and afew sheep. On the morning after, all 
the guard left for the protection ofthe sick, 
except three, deserted their post, leaving 
those remaining entirely defencelesa. ‘The 
next day signals were made from the shore 
to the Portsmouth, and Captain Dornin des- 
patched a boat with officers to inquire their 
wants, Upou arriviog at the abandoned 
camp, they found the fag struck, ‘and the 
remaining men inthe most distressed. and 
miserable condition. Colonel Gilman was 
found upon a shocking matres, but little re= 
moved from the ground-floor, ina cold, 
cainp apartment, without medicines or wurgi- 
cal aid, and,with no diet save beef, \ He 
had laid in that position for eight days. His 
appearance would have melted the heart of 
a barbarinn—emaciated, a hectic glow upon 
his cheeks, and suffering extreme pain and 
agony from the wound he had received, and 
the want of proper food and care, ‘The oth- 
er sick and wounded were inthe same apart- 
ment under similar distressing circumsian- 
ces, ‘They expressed their desire to abandon 
the expedition, and be carried to San Diego 
They were removed with great care by the 
bouts’ crews of the Portsmouth, under the 
direction of Acting Master Gamble and Pur- 
ser Slamm, The sick were carried upon 
gratings from the ranchoto thw. beweh, \and’ 
from thence through the surf to the boate in 
waiting.
